Bert Hiar, an inmate. at the county _ 
infirmary, secured a warrant charg-, 

ing Bert Chappel, the superintendent, 

with slander. The warrant was i8- 
sued on authority of the prosecuting 
attorney and the case was brot before 
Justice Hans Petersen’ for hearing. ° 

It was: claimed by Hiar that Sup- 
erintendent Chappell accused him of 
being drunk and wished him punished. 
Prosecuting Attorney Nellist. pros- 
ecuted the case. Mr. Chappell laid the 
matter before Emil Kraus, one of the’ 
members of the county poor commis- - 
sion and Philip G. Zalsman, a justice © 
jof the peace, who represented him. at 
the hearing. 

Mr. Chappell, the defendant, stated 
that Mr. Hiar did ¢ome home in an 
‘intoxicated condition and that he had 
,to assist him to his room (at the in- 
firmary.) And also stated that he, 
in accordance with the rules of the 
jaiomary, reported the affair to Mr. 
\Kraus: and Carl Jenson, members of 
the poor commission, and that he did 
not report it to others. Mr. Kraus 
jmaintained . that that was in accord- 
ance with Mr. Chappell’s responsibil- 
ity and requirements as superintend- 
ent. 

Mr. Hiar is a TB patient and an 
inmate of the infirmary and ‘aécord-. 
ing with some reports that Have been 
current has not been very agreeable 
to deal with. Justice Petersen dis- 
missed the.case and was: very indig- 
nant ‘about it ever having come up. 
There are a number of inmates at the 
infirmary and it seems that ‘all get 
along nicely with the exception of 
Hiar. Just why Hiar persists in mak- 
ing trouble seems hard to understand. 
We have heard nothing but good re- 
ports for the way the Chappells have 
conducted the institution. There may 
be times when strict measures have 
to be applied: in order to maintain 
proper discipline. but it appears that 
most of the inmates have only a feel- 
ing of gratitude for the care that is 
being given them. 

If Hiar is bound to make trouble . 
for the management it will only mean 
that sooner or later he will either 
have to. get out or. be locked up, Al- 
ready there is a warrant out charging 
Hiar with profane, infame and abus- 
ive language used against-and in. the 
presence of Mrs. Chappell. If found 
guilty he no doubt will be locked up 
in jail. Nobody wants to persecute 
Hiar but he can’t expect that he can 
impose on. people or be abusive with- 
out in time getting the worst ne it.

CHECKING UP ON TROUT 


The fishermen of Michigan. are 
lending valuable aid to the study. of 
the growth and migrations . of the 
brook, brown, and rainbow trout by 
mailing to Jan “Metzelaar, Biologist 


of the fish division, the tags and data’ 


on tagged trout taken. this season. 
Accurate data is obtained by compar- 
ing the information furnished by the 
fishermen with the records of the 
department which show the | date, 
locality, and length of the fish when 
tagged. It can be readily seen that 
the success of this work depends 
largely upon the fisherman in supply- 
ing to Dr. Metzelaar accurate inform- 
ation concerning the location where 
the fish was taken, the date, and its 
exact length. 

The trout fisherman. need never be 
in doubt as to how to proceed in ‘this 
work, On the back of each license 
will be found the following state- 
ment: “The department of conserva- 
tion has distributed several thousand 
trout, marked with metal tags. If 
you catch a tagged trout, please de- 
tach the tag and mail it to Dr. Jan 
Metzelaar,, Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
stating length of trout, date and 
locality of capture, as accurately as 
possible. In this way we will be en- 
abled to check up on the growth and 
migrations of our trout.and the gen- 
eral results of our plantings. Tags 
will be returned to sportsmen: if de- 
sired.”

NEW FISHING LAW EFFECTIVE 
- AUGUST 28 


- The new inland fishing bill effective 
August 28, 1929, provided that all 
non-residents over 18 years: of age 
must have a license for taking all 
kinds of fish, the fee for which is 
three dollars per year; also that all 
residents over 18 years of age are 
required to procure a license te catch 
trout, the annual fee being one dollar. 
These provisions will-not be enforced, 
however, until the season of 1930, 
in view of the fact that the season 
is nearly at an end when hs act be- 
comes effective.

Doctor Kaupp recommends that new 
houses be bultt, especially where the 
old houses huve been tn use: over a 
long period and are thoroughly infest- 
ed with the pests.

To. enable all the hens to obtain 
plenty of laying mash it pays to allow 
ten feet of hopper feeding space. to 
each 100 hens. A five-foot trough hop- 
per open on both sides gives good 
satisfaction.

Eliminate Tuberculosis 
From Chicken Quarters 


Fortunately with poultry the disease 
is not difficult to control. It should be 
temembered that the disease fs con- 


‘fined to very old birds. Birds under a 


year oid are seidom infected. By 
satiptsining @ flock in which the num- 
ber.of uld birds has been kept at a low 
figure the danger of infection is re- 
duced. If, however, the premises sre 
badly infected the house and yards 
should be given a rest for two years. 
The house can be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected, and‘then be used, but 
to eliminate tuberculosis from. the 
yards the resting of the yards Is nec- 
essary, During the resting of the yards 
their cultivation is desirable. 


Actions of Guineas 

A guinea will usually build her nest 
in the edge of a brier patch or under 
a clump of weeds, and while on the 
nest will cackle a soft and Jong cackle 
similar to the male bird, but not so 
foud. The male bird often stands near | 
the nest and cackles while the hen is 
on.the nest. When the hen gets a 
large nestful of eggs, she will get 


. broody and go to sitting on them, if 


she {s not broken up. When she goes 
to sitting she rises and files from her 
nest when she comes off. 


Direct Sunlight Best 


Direct sunlight promotes-health and 
egg production. Sunlight through or- 
dinary window glass is ineffective, 
Only direct sunlight or sunlight which 
passes through special glass or glass 
substitutes, which will permit the ul- 
tra-violet rays to pass through, is ben 
efictal. 

Direct sunlight or its equivalent aids 
fn mufnmtenance of health, reduces 
mortality, Increases egg production 
and improves hatchability and quality 
of eggs, espectally egg-shell texture, — 


Feeds for Poultry 


- For poultry. feeding, the right kind 
of protein ts generally obtained from 
milk, skim milk, buttermiik, whey; fresh 
meat, meat scraps, fish scraps, tank- 
age, or. alfalfa teaf meal feeds. Very 
Hittle of it is found in the common 
farm feeds, and for this reason .when 
home-grown grains are. used, it is nec 
essary ‘to purchase small amounts of 
the high protein feeds to supplement 
thé home:grown grains, Milk of. any 
kind: {s. the most Popular protein feed 
for poultry.

Unless the .movement. of the 
wing ts swifter than the movement of 
the air so pressed, the air will not. be- 
come. condensed and the bird will not 
support itself.”

Bacon In the Thirteen: century .con- 
ceived. the idea of.an artificial bird— 
an- iden which fs ‘the. subject of ex- 
verfmentation even today, the Golden 
Rook article: points. out.

STATE BUYS LANDS FOR PARKS 


At the request of the conservation 
comission the State Administrative 
board , released funds subject’ .to the 
approval of the budge’ director for 
the purchase of the following areas 
of ‘lands: 

5080 acres in Cheboygan county. 
This land lies within the Otsego 
game refuge and adjacent. to the 
Pigeon River state forest. The Ot- 
Otsego refuge was established | in 
1924, chiefly on leased lands. The 
Jeases have expired, the lands have 
been on the market, but at prices 
which the. Department considered 
prohibitive. The prices at which 
jthese lands are now. offered, $3.75 
per acre, is the same as that recent- 
ly paid for similar Jands in the same 
vieinity.< 

336 acres in Oseoda county, 225 
acves of sandy soil and the balance 
‘in swamp, 233 acres of the total is 
leovered by good second growth, about 
equally divided in uplands and low- 
lands. This tract, which is to be 
purchased at approximately $8.00 per 
acre, is to be added to the AuSable 
State forest. 

640 acres in Crawford county. In- 
terior holdings in the AuSable. state 


forest. Priced at. approximately 
$1.56 per acre. 
815. acres ‘in Cheboygan . and 


Presque Isle counties. Interior hold- 
ings in the Black Lake state forest. 
Some 200 acres in good cut-over pine 
lands, the balance in’ lands which 
originally grew hardwoods, hemlock 
and pine. This area is priced at 
slightly less than $2.00 per acre. 

280 acres in Kalkaska county. This 
area adjoins the north addition to 
the Fife Lake state forest. The ma- 
jority of this is sandy cut-over pine 
lands and contains a medium’ second 
growth of the usual poplar, oak, and 
maple.up to thirty or- forty feet in 
height.

EXPERIMENTING WITH PHEAS- 
ANTS 


Since there has been much debate 


as to the character of the cover 
and snow conditions essential for 
pheasants, Governor Green has re- 


quested that an experiment in the 
rearing and releasing of. “ringnecks” 
be made-on the Ogemaw game refuge. 
This refuge is located in typical deer 
country-—poplar, oak, jackpine, and 
cedar swamp. An attempt . will be 
made to obtain. conclusive informa- 
tion on the practicability of pheasant 
rearing and planting in this territory. 
Two colonies of birds will be estab’ 
lished, about five miles apart. | The 
birds will be banded and - released 
early in the fall.. During the winter 
one group will be supplied with feed 
and sheltered feeding stations; the 
other will be left to adapt themselves 
to natural conditions. without artific- 
jal aid. At intervals the birds will 
he trapped at the feeding stations 
and the bands examined to determine 
if the unaided group has moved from 
the region where they. were released, 
ate., and further information relative 
to the number and condition of the 
two groups of pheasants will be 
gathered during that season.

EMERSON BATES 
VISITS CHINA 


(Continued from first page) i 


about seeing in Manila some months 
ago. After the ride we returned to 
‘the boat. We could have spent days 
in Hong Kong but there are supposed 
to be many more interesting. sights 
farther north, Hong Kong was very 
pretty all lighted up. The whole side 
of the hill was filled with points of 
lights here and there. . Street lights 
outlined the whole ridge of the island. 
We stayed. up till it all faded out and 
hoped for calm weather. 

The trip to Hong Kong was terrible. 
All four of us were sick and the 
children couldn’t understand why they 
were not feeling well. The ship 
rolled and pitched and tossed. I 
knew it would and between now and 
when I arrive in. New York, I only 
have about 50 days on the water, any 
one or more of which may be just as 
rough or rougher. I’m a good sailor— 
in calm weather. 

Sinee we have left Hong Kong 
there is a little sea but not enough, 
yet to bother me. We will arrive in 
Shanghai Friday morning and leave 
Monday morning. Two long shopping 
days. One day for sightseeing and 
three nights to find out if Shanghai 
night life is exaggerated. I wish I 
could have you here with me, for you 
know there is an old Chinese proverb 


that reads, “Once seeing is worth’ 


twice telling.” 
’ May 15th. 

I thought of you many times last 
Sunday (Mother’s Day) and nearly 
sent you a cable, but as it would 
cost $22.00 gold, I decided to let my 
letter be enough and bring you a nice 
present for the money. 

At present we are on the inland 
sea of Japan. Countless islands of 
different sizes are on all sides of us. 
It is supposed ‘to be a very pretty 
trip but today it is foggy and very 
cold so I am insidé writing instead 

_ of freezing on the deck. Also Betty 
has a hard cold and I am looking 
after the children. 

About four in the afternoon we en- 
tered the Whangpo river and sailed 
for about twelve miles, having a. good 
view ‘of the country. However, with 
the exception of one pagoda, I might 
have, thought myself in the states 
as there was nothing Chinese in the 
picture. About six we docked and as 
soon as dinner was over, we rushed 
out for our first view of Shanghai. 
They had already started to unload 
the ship and the dock was a swarm 
of coolies, carrying away the cargo. 
A pair of them would shuffie along 
with the load suspended from a pole 
over their shoulders,’ chanting a 
peculiar song. It was interesting at 
first but after four days of the chant, 
We were glad to get away. 

At this point let me tell you about 
the money difficulty. The value of 
the Mexican dollar varies from day 
to day, but as I told you we obtained 
a very high rate. The Mexican dol- 
Jar is divided as ours into cents but 
the small coins of 20, 10, 5 and 1 cent 
are called small money. Paper maney 
is issued in bills from 10 cents up 
and is called big money as is also 
the silver dollar. The copper penny 
is worth only about a third of a cent. 
Big money is worth facé value Mex., 
and small money is not worth its 
face.. So whenever you buy anything 
you get change in big money. 

While in port we live on the boat, 
80 we try to have all our meals there. 
In the afternoon we went down into 
the city to a linen shop called Elbos. 
They had a wonderful stock of linens 
and as.there were a number of things 
Betty had on her list, there were a 
number of things - purchased. Her 
main purchase was a three by three 
and a half. banquet cloth, cutwork and 
point venice lace inlays and edging 
with a-dozen large napkins to match. 
It is really wonderful. She - also 
purchased some other linens as towels, 
pillow cages, 
party also purchased a lot of. linens.

afternoon Betty and J strolled up 
Broadway to the Astor Hotel. It 
sounds like New York... It is one: of 
the best hotels here. We saw a 
camphor chest in the window of one 
‘of the shops. It was the most won- 
derful I have ever seen. It is about 
two feet square on the end.and four 
‘feet long. The top and four ‘sides 
‘are carved. The carving is as deep 
las % of an-inch in places, with figures 
and objects in the distance, mid-dis- 
tance and foreground. The carving 
is beyond description. It.is 80 com- 
plicated; and made up of Chinese 
people, pagodas, rainbow _ bridge, 
weeping willow trees, etc. I bought 
it very cheap; would cost five times 
as much in the states, 

We left Shanghai yesterday morn- 
Hing and hit fog. and rough weather 
right away but not rough enough to 
make any of us sick. This morning 
early, we passed the straits near 
Shimoneski and are on our way to 
Ttoskai. A day and a half there and 
then a half day trip to Kobe where 
we plan to go sightseeing, takihg in 
Osaka, Kyoto and Nara if possible. 

I have not described Shanghai for 
you. It would not. be possible for 
it would sound like an American city. 
Jt has nearly two million population. 
The Bund faces along the river and 
has immense bank buildings, hotels, 
etc. On the opposite side, street cars, 
train cars, autos and rickshaws form 
the traffic. The police force is com- 
posed’ of all nationalities, Japanese 
and Chinese policemen, American 
marines, English soldiers, Sikhs, ete., 
on every corner. Nanking street is 
like any American city street except 
for an occasional outdoor store and 
the Chinese characters on the win- 
dows, In the districts we visited we 
saw practically as many foreigners 
as we did Chinese.

RANSFER of prohibition enforce-
